Damage by lightning. 


Newport was visited by a heavy 


electrical storm Tuesday evening, which 
reminded the residents very forcibly of 
the storm which did no much damage 
last August. The raiu fell lu torreuts 
from about suuset until the following 
morning, washing the macadamized 
roads very badly. Following so soon 
after previous heavy rains which Lad 
already done much to weakeu the 
binding there was more than.the ordi- 
nary amount of damagedone. Bandand 
gravel washed down the hillsides outo 
the street railway tracks and filled 
sewers and 
catchbaslns. The street 


cars were considerably delayed in con- 
sequence. 


The electrical display was very bril- 


liant and the thunder followed close 
after the flash. The lightning contin- 
ued for several hours but it was at its 
Torsi about eleven o'clock when a holt 
struck the house of Officer Isaac J. 
Barker ou Vau Zaudt avenue, visiting 
many rooms in the house and doing 
considerable damage. The house was 
Dot ast on fire and no one was injured. 


There were several social gatherings 


in different partp,of the city that even- 
ing and those who had occasion to be 
out during the height of the storm 
were pretty thoroughly drenched. On 
account of Ihe lightning many tele- 
phones could not be used, so 
cabs 


could not be ordered. A number of 
telephones were put out of business 
temporarily by burning out of fuses 
and the company's men were busy the 
nest day replacing them.

Newport County began on Monday, 
and there was found rather more to 
kcepthe court bus.1 than during tin 
opening week. 


Ou Monday the criminal-docket was 


in order, Assistant Attorney General 
Greeuough 
representing the State. 


Annie Koruansky pleaded nolo to the 
indictment charging assault with a 
dangerous weapon and the case was 
continued, defendant to pay costs. 
Anton Palo pleaded guiliy to a charge 
of assault aud was sentenced to four 
months in jail. George Briggs was 
sentenced to nlue months in jail for 
l»rc~ay of heus in Tivertou. 


There was a long trial of a trivial 


case, State vs. Thomas McC'anu, charg- 
ing the larceny of a (10 bill from Cath- 
erine O'Brien. A jury was empanelled 
with Charles Ball of New Bhore'itm as 
foreman and the case lasted all day, 
aud a part of Tuesday. The verdlcl 
was not guilty. 


State vs. Stephen D. Oaiues was tried 


by a jury of which Nathaniel B. Church 
of Tivertou was foreman. This was a 
Jamestown case, the charge being that 
Uaines failed to assist an officer in 
making au arrest when called upou to 
do so. Tbe evidence ID the case was 
volumluous. Tbe jury at first reported 
a disagreement but later found the de- 
fendant guilty. 


Tuesday afternoon the case of Cathe- 


rine ID. Harrington vs. Mary I. Smith et 
al. was put on, William H. Butler of 
Portsmouth being foreman of the jury 
of eleven men. This case was brought 
by Mrs. Harrington to recover damages 
for the death of her husband who was 
killed by a falling run while engaged 
in unloading a barge of coal at Bo wen's 
coal yard. Tbe defendants are named 
as the owners of the property. W. f. 
O'Donnell aud L. A. Waterman ap- 
peared for plaintiff and W. P. Sheffield 
and Max Levy for defendant. 


The first witnesses were two mechan- 


ical engineers, one testifying for' the 
plaintiff und the other for the defen- 
dant. As Is frequently Ihe case with ex 
pert testimony their opinions were con- 
siderably at variance regarding the 
safety of the chain which caused the 
fatality. 


Wednesday morning the jury was 


taken fora view of the premises. Up- 
ou their returu the trial was resumed. 
Fellow workmen told of the breaking 
of the chain that supported the run. 
Three men were working ou it at the 
time. One clung to the rigging out the 
other two were thrown to the deck of 
the barge, Harrington landing lu the 
hold and beiug taken out unconscious. 
He died three days later. Another ex- 
pert was called by the plaiutifl to tes- 
tify regarding the chain. 
For the defence Captain James H.Mc- 
Mahon testified that lu his loug experi- 
ence in unloading coal most of the 
places where he lands are equipped 
with chains like that in question, some 
of them being apparently of lighter con- 
structiou. 


The Harrington-Smith case lasted 


nearly all day Thursday, not being 
given to the jury until after four o'clock 
iu the afternoon. There was a lot of 
testimony regarding the safety or lack 
of it on the run. After being out about 
an hour the jury returned a verdict for 
the plaintiff of $6000. It is regarded 
as probable that an appeal will be 
taken, a number of exceptions having 
been noted during the trial. 


Late Thursday afternoon the case of 


Arthur E. Burland vs. the New Eng- 
land Navigation Company was put ou, 
James L. Grey of Little Compton be- 
ing foreman of the jury. Clark Bur- 
dick appeared for plaintiff and Messrs. 
Sheffield, Jr., Levy, Harvey tor the 
defendant. This is to recover payment 
for some ulclile-platiug that plaintiff 
claims to have done for the company. 
Plaintiff put In the orders from tho 
company as evidence. The case occu- 
pied all of Friday forenoon.

School Committee. 


The regular monthly meeiliji! of the 


school committee wan held on Mon- 
day evening when con Kkleiuble busi- 
ness .vas transacted. 
A new school in 


the eighth grade wus authorized for the 
Towusend Industrial Building, and the 
resolutions for .the evening schools 
werfi adopted. 


The report of Superintendent Lull 


contained the following: 


The total enrollment for the three 


weeks ending September 28 TOM .Soil, 
the average number belougiug 3,339 9 
the average attendance 3,241, the per 
cent, of attendance 9.5.0, the cases of 
tardiness 209, and tbe cases of dismis- 
sal 89. There are 14 rooms with an en- 
rollment of 50 or more pupils. 


The office has issued 881 permits. 


Tbe kindergarten and grade I have en- 
rolled 2CT of the 881 children. 


To the girls of St. Mary's parochial 


school 11 permits have been issued for 
cooking; to tbe girls of St. Joseph's 
parochial school 27 permits for cooking, 
50 permits for sewing, and 17 permits 
for both cooking aud sewing have beeu 
issued. Eleven^permltsfor sloyd have 
beeu issued to tbe boys of St. Joseph's 
School. 


The Board of Health has reported 


eight cases of diphtheria since the 
opeumg of school. These cases have 
excluded 24 pupils from their classes. 


Lust June, after careful 
averages 


had beeu made iu consultation with tbe 
teachers of grades IV-VII iu tbe south 
ern part of the city, it seemed probable 
that these grades would number iu the 
Carey, Lenthal aud Coddlngton dis- 
tricts 640 pupils. Tbe September en 
rollmeut shows 650, a surprisingly close 
agreement. Therefore tbe action of the 
board lu opening the Thayer School Is 
shown to be wise. Even now seven o, 
the eleven rooms relieved 
by the 


Thayer have more than 45 pupils, an 
four more than 50. In the Thayer there 
are a sufficient number of old adjusta 
ble desks to furnish three rooms aud 
chairs tor two and one-half rooms 
therefore tbe expense for new furniture 
has not beeu large. It has beeu ueces 
sary, however, to provide the teachers' 
outfit, viz.: desks, books, globes, maps, 
etc. 


Besides these aud the furniture for a 


room, the 'additional cost to this de- 
partment for the 
present financial 


year wl!l be the salary of the janitor, 
the fuel, uud about naif of the salaries 
for teachers. The remaining half will 
be met by a saving in pay of assistants 
lu the rooms reduced In numbers It is 
evident thut this department will sore 
ly need the 42,058.44, which amount 
was cut out of its budget b; U'« (illy 
Council last January. The t uivei ha 
today 44 pupils iu V [I, 82 in VI, 31 iu 
V, and 82 in JV. 


Iu the four rooms of grade VIII are 


227 pupils. This number is 83 more 
than the proper seating capacity of 
the four rooms,, aud it Is 14 more than 
their limits when they are crowded to 
excess. If these 227 pupils were seat- 
ed iu live rooms, the average number 
per room would be 45; therefore it Is 
evident that some provision should be 
rnude ut once for the overflow. In the 
To»nseud Industrial School is an ex- 
cellent room ready for instant use, 
uud belter still, it Is so situated tbat it 
will relieve the cougestiou in all of the 
rooms. Action is recommended this 
evening. 


Tbe expenditures of this department 


to the end of the third quarter were us 
follows: Committee on nuance, $17,209- 
96; committee ou teachers, $58,245.88; 
committee ou text-books und supplies, 
$4,334.82; committee

buildings,

The report of Truant Officer Topham

years old, who could not be taught lu 
the public schools, was placed at the 
Massachusetts School for tbe Feeble- 
Minded at Waverly, through the State 
Board of Educatiou. 


During the past mouths at various 


times proof sullicieut was found by 
your truant officer for prosecution of 
two dealers for selling and one man for 
delivering cigarettes to boys under 16 
years of age. All three were arraigned, 
pleaded guilty, and were fined. Two 
boys were also arraigned for smoking 
cigarettes, pleaded guilty, aud were 
fined ?2 each. 


On September 29 a boy wan arrested 


for habitual truancy. He pleaded guilty 
aud was placed on probation. 


October 3 a boy who was au habitual 


truant was placed at a reformatory 
board ing school in Bostoii,arrangements 
having beeu made with his mother. 


I recommend the prosecution of Fran- 


cis Winters, 93 Wellington avenue, for 
uot attending school according '.o law. 


After an executive sessiou to consid- 


er tbe report of tbe committee on teach- 
ers, it was voted to open a new room 
for Grade VIII In tbe Towiiseud In- 
dustrial Building, MissE.

Postoftice Department is confronted 
with the same trouble iu respect to city 
letter carriers, hut more especially on a 
complaint just received from the rail- 
way mall clerks. The letter carriers iu 
almost all cities of tbe couutry are a 
hard worked body of meu, and while 
iu many uaaes their actual working 
hours are limited to eight hours a day, 
they are practically on duty for much 
longer thau that. Tours of collection 
aud delivery may each cover a com- 
paratively short time, but tbe iutervals 
duriug which they are supposed to be 
off duty are frequeutly too abort to 
allow them even to return from tbe 
poslofiice to their home*, so that they 
are practically continuously ou duty 
for much more than the eigbt hour* 
prescribed by law. 


Tbe case of tbe railway mail clerks 


ie even more serious because many of 
their runs are considerably over eigbt 
hours aud it Is manifestly impossible 
Tor them to quit a train In mid-career 
before their route is finished. Tbe 
Popl Office Department has uot yet 
giveu auy declsicu m the case of tbe 
railway mall clerks, hut it is believed 
tbat some compromise will have to be 
reached whereby a clerk will be giveu 
credit fur all tbe time over eight hours 
consumed iu a giveu ruu, and bis pe- 
riod of duty will be reduced so as to 
bring it within 48 hours per week re- 
gardless ol the time tbat he may be ou 
duty at a single stretch. 


The appointment of a judge iu Dis- 


trict of Columbia Court i« uot ofteu a 
matter of outside interest, but there is 
considerable interest attached to the re- 
moval by the) President this week of 
Assistant Attorney General Robb who 
will be given the place of Associate 
I ustice in the District Court of Appeals. 
Mr. Robb is a Vermont man and since 
le has beeu iu the Department of Jus- 
tice has beeu involved iu many suits 
of great national interest.

Ai sb* reached the window 
and looked oat a charge of shot struck 
ber In the face. 


As soon as possible Deputy Sheriff 


Callahan and Medical Examiner Saw- 
jer were notified, and a posse of citlaens 
was' made up under the direction ol 
Callahan to search for the murderer. 
Excitement In the village ran high 
and there were threats of lynching. 
The deputy sheriff went to the home 
of Harry Wood, a brother of Ira Wood, 
who occupies a farmhouse a short dis- 
tance away from the scene of the 
shooting, but the man was not at home, 
and the efforts of Callahan and his as- 
sistants to locate biiu were not suc- 
cessful. 


According to Callahan, Harry Wood 


hired a shotgun a short time ago from 
H. H. Hammond, who keeps a hard- 
ware store and lets firearms. Among 
his neighbors Harry Wood has been re- 
garded as somewhat lucking mentally, 
and since the death of his father, who 
lived with him. not many months ago, it 
is said that he has been at times) under 
the Influence of liquor. 


At the moment of the tragedy 
Ira 


Wood, the husband, was in bis kirn 
assisting in unharnessing a horse be- 
longing to B. E. Hayden of Athol, a 
peddlar for a Springfield firm, who In- 
tended to stay ai the Wood farmhouse 
for the night. 
On hearing the shot, 


Wood and Haydeu rushed into the 
house and found Mrs. Wood lying on 
the floor of the dining room with the 
lower part of her face "hot away. 


One of Mrs. Wood's guests was Mrs. 


Clara Hobbs of Worcester, and Mrs. 
Hobbs was standing within a few feet 
of Mrs. Wood and close by the window 
when the shot was fired. She sold that 
Mrs. Wood, attracted by a sound out- 
side, stepped to the window, but had 
no time to see who was there when 
the shot was tired. 


Mr. and Mrs. Ira Wood have been 


prominent socially and have been ac- 
tive in the affairs of the Baptist church. 
They had been married about eight 
years and have a daughter, 
Esther, 


aged 0. Mcg^ Wood was about 35 years 
of age. 
She came to this town from 


Detroit. 


Harry Wood had been an inmate of 


an Insane asylum.

A MAGIC MIRROR.

Experiment* With the Moon 


St«m and a Hand GlltiM. 


A pretty experiment can he made 


with a hand mirror any night when 
there is a full uioou. Hold the mirror 
so that the moon's image will be seen 
In it and you will be surprised to see 
four moons Instead of one. One moon 
will be very bright, but the other three 
will be In a straight Hue and quite dull, 
one dull image on the side of the bright 
moon and the other two on the other 
side. Turn the mirror' round slowly, 
still holding its face to the moon, and 
the reflections will seem to revolve 
round a common center. 


You can make the same experiment 


with one of the very bright, stars, 
such as Sirius, Venus or Jupiter, but 
with these there will be three Images 
instead of four, as the number seen de- 
pends on tbe breadth of the object 
The explanation is quite simple. There 
are two surfaces 'In a mirror, one In 
front and the other where the quick- 
silver Is. 
Tbe brightest reflection 


comes from the object Itself, the others 
are what are known as secondary im- 
ages reflected from the front to the 
back of the mirror and thence to the 
eye. The magic mirror never falls to 
excite a good deal of wonder, and Is an 
Interesting experiment as well.—Lon- 
don Chronicle.

I am convinced that tbu conspicuous

same Influence. Political campaign* 
lug in New Zealand used to be exceed- 
ingly rough aud rowdy, it is uow 
more Intellectual aud decent tbau any- 
thing we know.

of wouieu that vote Is uearly as large as 
tbe percentage of men, aud uo disaster 
has befallen the New Zealand home 
in consequence. The New Zealand 
homes are just as good as auy other 
homes, just as home-like aud with just 
as good cooking and bousecleauiug aud 
maid-minding aud all the rest of U. I 
know, because I have specially investi- 
gated this sort of thing. Tbe New 
Zealand 'women are just as womanly 
as auy other woman in tbe world, just 
as gentle, reflued aud gracious.
